Paul Gilley (1929-1957), 
Maytown native, 
a gifted songwriter

When you hear the late 
Hank Williams performing 
“Cold, Cold Heart,” or “I’m so 
Lonesome I Could Cry,” your 
heartstrings are pulled. You ac- 
tually (vicariously) become in- 
volved in and can probably 
identify with the sad circum- 
stances of the song. 

Does it surprise you to know 
that Hank Williams did not 
write “Cold, Cold Heart” or 
“I’m So Lonesome?” These 
two songs were written or co- 
written by Paul Gilley, a 
Maytown (Morgan County) 
native who sold the lyrics (not 
the melody) to Hank Williams 
or an agent representing Hank 
for a fee. 

Paul Gilley was born Octo- 
ber 1, 1929, and started writ- 



ing songs in 1944 while a stu- 
dent at Ezel High School. He 
had his first work published in 
1947. He was to write and sell 
85 or so lyrics. Of course, the 
singer would nearly always get 
the credit for the song. 

He left Ezel high and en- 
rolled in Hazel Green Academy 
where he was a member of the 
graduating class of 1949. He 
contributed a poem and a song 
to Hazel Green Academy. Af- 
ter his tragic death, his library 
was donated to HGA. 

Paul Gilley was loaded with 
talent and was a giant physi- 
cally. Standing at 6’ 9,” he was 
a natural for basketball, easily 
able to dunk the ball. 

After his graduation from 
HGA, he enrolled in Western 
Kentucky University and began

Committee learns AOC has no 
plans to utilize old courthouse 



Oversight board hires 
architect, schedules 
public hearing Dec. 11 

The Morgan County Project 
Development Board charged 
with overseeing the design and 
construction of a proposed $18 
million justice center in West 
Liberty hired an architect last 
week and will begin the property 
acquisition phase of the project 
at a public hearing on Dec. 11. 
Property owners interested in 
having their properties consid- 
ered for location of the proposed 
facility are invited to attend the 
hearing, which will be from 6:00 
to 7:00 p.m. in the conference 
room at the Morgan County Of- 
fice Building. 

The board decided on 
Murphy-Graves Architects of 
Lexington to design the 30,000- 
plus sq. ft. facility following a 
five-hour meeting during which 
members considered presenta- 
tions by representatives from 
Murphy Graves and two other 
firms — Piper-0 ’’Brien of Geor- 
gia and GRW Engineers of Lex- 
ington. A spokesperson for the 
board said members were im- 
pressed with Murphy Graves’ 
proposals, which demonstrated 
an aesthetic understanding of 
what would and would not fit the 
community. 

Also attending last week’s 
meeting were representatives 
from Hillard-Lyons, Ross- 
Sinclair, and Morgan-Keegan, 
bonding companies seeking to 
represent the county in preparing 
and selling the bonds to finance 
the project. 

Although all members of the 
board have been enthusiastic 
about maintaining the county’s 
present courthouse as a part of 
the justice center, officials at the 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts (AOC), which has em- 
barked on a plan to build new 
justice centers in every county, 
has indicated that its planning 
does not include funding for that 
purpose and it does not plan to 
utilize the 100-year-old facility. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley, 
a member of the Project Devel- 
opment Board, said the state will 



maintain the building until the 
new courthouse is built, after 
which the county will have as- 
sume maintenance costs. 

Some county offices may be 
housed in the current courthouse, 
such as that of the jailer — who 
does not currently have an office 
— and others, Conley said, “but 
our plans are to preserve the old 
courthouse.” 

Project Development Board 
members include Judge Execu- 
tive Conley, Magistrate Frankie 
Spencer, Circuit Judge Rebecca 
Phillips, District Judge Rupert 
Wilhoit, Circuit Clerk Donna 
Pelfrey, Citizen at Large member 
Lynn Nickell, AOC Director Ja- 
son Nemes, AOC representatives 



Garland Vanhook and Laurie 
Dudgon. Also attending last 
week’s meeting was Family 
Court Judge Kristi Gossett. 

The courthouse project was 
officially announced on Aug. 22, 
when State Rep. John Will Stacy 
and State Sen. Robert Stivers pre- 
sented a symbolic check for 
$16.2 million to fiscal court 
members and Circuit Clerk 
Donna Pelfrey. 

According to the AOC 
website, an additional $3 million 
is expected to be approved for 
facility furnishings. 

Funding earmarked for the 
Morgan County justice center is 
expected to be appropriated dur- 
ing the 2010-2012 fiscal year.

writing with a famous west coast 
composer. He was notified that 
one of his songs was to be used 
in a movie. A basketball injury 



forced Paul to leave WKU. 

Upon his physical recovery, he 
enrolled at Morehead State and 
was on the basketball team that 
that traveled to Kansas City in 
1951 to participate in the NAIB 
Tournament. 

When his friend, Wilbur Wil- 



son, of Maytown, asked Paul how 
he went about composing all 
these sad songs, Paul replied, “I 
get a girl on my mind and I think 
about her and think about her. If 
nothing interferes with my 
thoughts, I can have a song writ- 
ten in about a half hour.” 

Though Paul was considered 
handsome, friendly, and outgo- 
ing, he never married. It is ironic 
that he wrote so much about love, 
yet may have never experienced 
it. 

Paul’s tragic death (drowning) 
occurred in 1957 when he was 
only 28 years of age. He and 
some friends had gone to a farm 
pond to swim. Perhaps it was a 
cramp or possibly a heart attack 
that felled Paul. But when help 
arrived, it was too late. 

After his untimely passing, 
Paul’s parents (Mr. and Mrs. Clell 
Gilley) received a “burlap bag” 
full of mail. The mail may have 
been from fans or perhaps royalty 
checks. However, these letters 
were never opened. One day Mrs. 
Gilley took all the mail outside 
and burned it. Paul was an only 
child. Within three years, both 
parents had died. 

Among the songs that Paul 
Gilley wrote or co-wrote are: 
“Cold, Cold Heart,” recorded by 
Hank Williams; “Half As Much,” 
also by Hank Williams; “Crazy 
Arms,” recorded by Ray Price; “If 
Teardrops Were Pennies,” re- 
corded by Carl Smith; “Spring- 
time in Alaska,” recorded by 
Johnny Horton; “Me and Fred 
and Bill and Joe,” recorded by 
Porter Wagner; “I Overlooked an 
Orchid,” recorded by Carl Smith 
and Micky Gilly; “Don’t Let the 
Stars Get In Your Eyes,” recorded 
by Slim Wilet; “I’m So Lonesome 
I Could Cry,” recorded by Hank 
Williams, Elvis Presley, B. J. 
Thomas, and others; “Gonna Find 
Me a Bluebird,” recorded by 
Marvin Rainwater and others. 

NOTE: Mr. Gilley was a 
friend of Mr. Carter Gibbs of Ha- 
zel Green, who co-wrote some of 
the songs with him. 

These are the songs that I en- 
joyed hearing in my adolescent 
years in Campton. How could I 
have known that a talent as great 
as Paul Gilley had lived only 
“next door?” 

You should make it a point to 
visit the Wolfe County Museum 
in Campton to learn more about 
the personalities who are featured 
there. These people have influ- 
enced others. Mr. Paul Gilley is 
only one of them! 

The contents of this article was 
based on a article written by the 
late Helen Price Stacy, of West 
Liberty. The article, entitled 
“Morgan Songwriter Received 
Little Credit,” was published in 
The Lexington Leader on Mon- 
day, March 17, 1975. We are in- 
debted to Ms. Stacy for recogniz- 
ing and publicizing the talent of 
Paul Gilley.

MSU awarded ARC grant 
to continue collaborative 



MOREHEAD, Ky.— 
Morehead State University has 
been awarded funding from the 
Appalachian Regional Commis- 
sion to continue its work with the 
Kentucky Appalachian Higher 
Education Network (KY AHED). 

The value of the grant is 
$300,000 and runs through June 
30, 2010. This brings the total 
amount funded to more than 
$900,000. 

KY AHED is a collaborative 
partnership among MSU, the 
ARC, four community and tech- 
nical colleges, 19 county school 
systems and the Governor’s Of- 
fice for Local Development in 
Frankfort. 

The project is led by Dr. Dale 
Duvall, grant writer of the pro- 
gram and special assistant to the 
president for the P-16 program at 
MSU, and Keith Walker, KY 
AHED grant coordinator. 

KY AHED’s purpose is to as- 
sist partner high schools through 
grants and other resources to help 
students overcome barriers in 
education. The program primarily 
focuses on providing information 
on applying for college and finan- 
cial aid to students. In working 
with the program, MSU also 
sponsors parental involvement 
programs in local high schools, 
providing information on finan- 
cial aid strategies and entrance 
requirements, as well as holding 
college and career fairs and vari- 
ous speakers. 

Schools in financially dis- 
tressed counties in the Appala- 
chian region of Kentucky are eli- 
gible to participate in this com- 
petitive program. Schools submit 
an application, and if accepted, 
receive an award of $5,000 for the 
year. 

The award allows for the edu- 
cation of both students and par- 
ents on the importance of continu- 
ing education. Students at partici- 
pating schools are encouraged to 
visit an institution of their choice, 
whether it is a four-year college 
or university, community college, 
technical college or another op- 
tion. 

Four community colleges are 



currently participating in the pro- 
gram with MSU, including Haz- 
ard Community and Technical 
College, Southeast Community 
and Technical College, Big Sandy 
Community and Technical Col- 
lege and Ashland Community and 
Technical College. 

Nineteen counties are cur- 
rently participating in the KY 
AHED program with MSU. 
Those include Breathitt, Carter, 
Elliott, Floyd, Harlan, Knott, 
Knox, Laurel, Lawrence, Lee, 
Leslie, Lewis, Letcher, Magoffin, 
Morgan, Owsley, Perry, Powell 
and Wolfe. 

“Eventually, we’d like to see 
every school district in Kentucky 
that is eligible to be a part of this 
program,” said Duvall. Only five 
counties were involved with KY 
AHED’s first year and Duvall is 
expecting 27 high schools to par- 
ticipate in 2010. 

The KY AHED program at 
MSU continues to increase the 
number of students participating 
in the program. In exposing stu- 
dents to the idea of attending a 
university, college, community 
college or technical school, the 
program is making positive im- 
pacts. This process is building 
students’ confidence and self-es- 
teem. 

The program also encourages 
career exploration and awareness 
in its participating school districts 
as well as helping students learn 
what academic skills will be 
needed in their first year of higher 
education. 

The KY AHED program at 
MSU also also established a net- 
work between the high schools 
and area higher education insti- 
tutions to help students prepare 
for college success, with a par- 
ticular emphasis on math and sci- 
ence. 

During its first three years the 
KY AHED program at MSU has 
positively affected 498 students 
in this region.

A Letter From Afghanistan

How many times have I been 
told how much I am appreciated 
for being a soldier and defend- 
ing our country? In the 16 years 
I have been a soldier I couldn’t 
count the number of times I’ve 
been told that. 

Children are particularly ea- 
ger to make you a card that tells 
you that you are their hero and 
thanks for making them feel safe 
at night. They know there is dan- 
ger involved and think that you 
are brave and courageous. But 
they really don’t understand be- 
cause they are children. 

Their innocence is so pure and 
untainted to what war is really 
about and I love that fact. They 
don’t see the desert you are fight- 
ing in. They don’t see you when 
your friends get hurt and you’re 
trying to get there to help them 
any way you can. They don’t re- 
ally realize that soldiers get hurt, 
they bleed, and they die here. 
They can’t see the pain some sol- 
diers have. 

What they see is the clean, 
pressed uniform of the American 
soldier, the straight, tall soldier 
standing at attention saluting the 
American flag with his nice clean 
weapon. That’s who they see as 
a hero. 

I have always appreciated the 
fact that people thank me for 
what I do and I don’t take that 
thanks lightly. I’m very sincere 
and grateful for the comments 
but, from my perspective, let me 
tell you who my hero is. 

My heroes are my three little 
girls, my son, and my wife, Jes- 
sica, Alyssa, and Madison, Jacob, 
and Donna. 

Although Jessica is married, 
she’s still my little girl. All three 
of them are trying to carry on 
with their lives without me there. 

They all have problems they 
try to work out, problems they 
used to come to me with and ask 
for help. But, I’m not there to 
help them. I can’t fix Alyssa’s car 
now when it breaks down. I can’t 
lecture her about college and an- 
swer her questions about how 
electric deposits work, how to 
change her own oil in her car, and 
roll my eyes at her when she says 
some boy is cute. I can’t explain 
to her about how business works 
and laugh at her when she has 
college math homework that’s 
due Wednesday morning for a 
9:10 class and it’s Tuesday night. 
I can’t see that shocked look on 
her face when I sit down and 
show her dad knows how to work 
a quadratic equation on Tuesday 
night that is just part of a prob- 
lem. I can’t be there when she’s 
away from home, had a rough 
day at just growing up, and needs 
her dad’s advice. She has to fig- 
ure it out on her own until I get 
back. . .Yeah, Alyssa’s my hero. 

I can’t fix Madison’s dolls 
when they break, or play with her 
out in the yard when she gets 
home from school. I can’t see her 
when she’s bored and just sitting 
there because there isn’t anyone 
her age to play with her when she 
gets home. That was my job. I 
can’t hold her when she skins her 
knee or wakes up crying from a 
bad dream. I’m not there to hear 
her new “knock, knock” joke she 
just learned at school and truly 
laugh, even though I have heard 
it 106 times, because it’s coming 
from a 7 year old. I’m not there 
to watch her fall on the soccer 
field and do a total face plant in 
the dirt and get up crying. I’m not 
there to say “Madison, that was 
an awesome crash, you’re 
tougher than nails.” And watch 
her tears turn into a smile and 
start running back up the field 
because she wants to show her 
daddy how tough she is... Yeah, 
Madison’s my hero, too. 

I’m not there to explain to Jes- 
sica how to make a budget or 
why you have to make a security 
deposit on your electric depend- 
ing on your credit score. I’m not 
there to explain what a credit 
score even is and why it affects 
your interest rates on your home 
loan. I’m not there to explain to 
her that her credit score is low 
because she’s young and has 
never paid off a loan, a credit 
card, or anything else that can 
raise her credit score and that she 
can’t get a loan, a credit card, or 
anything else because her credit 
score is too low! I’m not there 



to co-sign for her on her first 
loan, so she has to figure out 
some other way to make it hap- 
pen while I’m gone. I’m not there 
to come and get her when her car 
breaks down on the side of 1-64 
at night coming back from Lex- 
ington and she can’t get in touch 
with her husband because his cell 
phone doesn’t have service. I’m 
not there when she’s sitting there 
scared beside the road broke 
down at night. I’m not there to 
do what daddies do in that situa- 
tion: go get their little girls, fix 
their car, and get them home 
safely. 

Yeah, Jessica’s my hero, too. 

I’m not there when Jacob 
makes his first tackle in a foot- 
ball game or gets flattened by the 
only other kid that’s bigger than 
him on the football field. I’m not 
there when he shoots a hole in 
the window with his BB gun or 
he’s looking around to see where 
I’m at before he shoots at a bird, 
and he will. I’m not there to show 
him how a bicycle pump works 
or how much air to put in the tire. 
I’m not there to show him how 
to put a baseball card in the 
spokes, pop a wheelie, or build a 
ramp to jump that he’s going to 
absolutely destroy himself with 
when he hit’s the ground. I’m not 
there for the father/son events in 
his Boy Scout group and he has 
to go with an uncle or grandpa 
or not at all. . . . Yeah, Jacob’s my 
hero, too. 

How many heroes do I have? 
I can have as many as I want I 
guess but one of my biggest 
hero’s besides my father and 
mother is my wife, Donna. She 
is definitely my hero. She is do- 
ing everything I used to do plus 
her job, too, while I’m gone. 
She’s helping Alyssa with that 
college math homework the best 
she can, and explaining electric 
deposits, helping her get her car 
fixed, and asking how cute is that 
boy. She’s holding Alyssa’s head 
against her shoulder as she cries 
from that rough day of growing 
up and telling her, it gets easier. 

She fixes Madison’s doll and 
she stops what she’s doing to go 
outside and sit on the porch with 
Madison in the porch swing be- 
cause Madison is bored. She lis- 
tens to Madison’s “knock, knock 
“joke for the 12 th time in three 
days and pulls her in close and 
rubs her face after that bad 
dream. She runs out on the field 
when Madison falls and tries not 
to cry when she tells Madison 
how tough she is and wipes off 
her knee with a Kleenex and 
kisses her on the forehead. 

She goes and co-signs on that 
loan for Jessica. She helps Jes- 
sica build her credit. She calls her 
brother, Dwayne, to go get Jes- 
sica broke down on the side of I- 
64 because she doesn’t know a 
thing about fixing a car. She sits 
there on the phone talking to Jes- 
sica until 2:00 o’clock in the 
morning until her brother gets 
there and then gets up three hours 
later to go to work. She sits and 
listens to Jessica gripe the next 
day about how stupid the credit 
score process is and how do they 
expect you to get a loan when you 
need a higher credit score and 
you can’t get a higher credit score 
without paying off a loan! 

She’s worn out from the night 
before being on the phone until 
2:00 o’clock and now has to drive 
two hours round trip to pick up 
Jacob after she gets off work. She 
listens to him and Madison fight 
in the back seat until she can’t 
take it anymore and then takes a 
swipe at both of them while driv- 
ing, like mothers do. They get 
home and then she starts to cook 
everyone something to eat, tells 
Jacob, “No, you can’t take your 
BB gun outside because it’s get- 
ting dark,” and then gets driven 
crazy by them running through 
the house. 

She stops what she is doing to 
answer the phone for the seventh 
time because even though I’m 
gone she’s still running my busi- 
ness to keep it going until I get 
back. She listens intently and 
takes the order and thanks them. 
Then she takes the burnt chicken 
out of the oven she forgot about 
while she was on the phone and 
fixes the kids some grilled 
cheese. She sits down after din- 
ner and starts figuring out which 
bills to pay because there isn’t

Mapel indicted 
for murder of 
Melissa Patrick 

Robin Mapel was indicted 
Monday by the Morgan 
County Grand Jury for the 
Nov. 10 kidnapping and mur- 
der of Melissa Patrick of 
Malone. 

Mapel, who had escaped 
from the Montgomery County 
jail, is charged with abduct- 
ing Patrick from her home and 
shooting her to death. 

Mapel also was wounded 
in the incident by Patrick’s 
step-father, Robert Perkins, in 
an attempt to prevent the ab- 
duction. No indictment was 
returned against Perkins. 



She calls one of her friends be- 
cause she has hardly talked to an 
adult all day and tells her that she 
misses me, how the kids are driv- 
ing her crazy, and that she is worn 
out from not having much sleep 
last night and being up all day. 
The phone beeps in and it’s me, 
so she tells her friend that she has 
to go. She’s had a rough day and 
she asks me how mine has been 
and she knows right away I’m 
lying to her. We have been mar- 
ried 24 years... she knows. She 
knows I’ll never tell her what re- 
ally happened to me today. She 
knows it was bad because she can 
sense it in my voice no matter 
how hard I try to hide it. She 
knows I’m hurting from some- 
thing but she doesn’t know from 
what or why or how it happened 
but... she knows. She knows I 
want to tell her and she knows I 
won’t. I tell her, “Seriously, I’m 
OK, everything is good; I’m talk- 
ing to you aren’t I?” 

Sometimes it’s true and some- 
times it’s not, but one thing is 
certain... she knows. We talk 
about her day and I tell her I don’t 
know how she does it all. Then 
she says her problems are noth- 
ing compared to mine. I can 
never make her believe how 
wrong she really is. I joke about 
all I have to do is one thing. . . stay 
alive. . .too easy. . . Of course she 
doesn’t think my humor is too 
funny or believe me even though 
it is the truth — I have the best 
equipment, the best vehicles, the 
best soldiers in the Army. 

She constantly has fifty things 
going on all at once and it’s ev- 
eryday, the same thing, over and 
over until finally she breaks 
down and she cries until she can’t 
cry anymore because she can’t do 
anymore. 

Then she doesn’t hear from 
me again for nine days, eleven 
days, or fifteen days because of 
missions and I just don’t have 
time to call or can’t call. She’s 
worried sick and jumping every 
time the phone rings because she 
wants to hear from me or she’s 
afraid someone’s calling because 
I’m hurt. . . and you think my job 
is tough! 

It’s nothing compared to what 
our wives, our children, our par- 
ents, and everyone else have to 
endure while we are gone. I’m 
not making near the sacrifice my 
wife and children are making for 
me. Everything they have to deal 
with while I’m gone is unimag- 
inable to me. 

So Donna, you are truly my 
hero. How you do it I’ll never 
know, but you do and I thank God 
every day for you. You are the 
greatest blessing the Lord has 
ever given me and I give Him the 
credit for all I have. You, my chil- 
dren, our home... everything I 
have has been given to me by 
Him. I can take credit for noth- 
ing. When I tell you. “ it’s too 
easy,” believe me, He is always 
standing beside me. He has al- 
ways protected me here and He 
always will. 

God said, “ I know what I am 
planning for you... I have good 
plans for you, not plans to hurt 
you, I will give you hope and a 
good future.” It won’t be long 
until I am home and I am not 
worried. Stay strong in faith and 
believe me when I say “it’s too 
easy” because it is. Nothing is 
greater than God, nothing can 
protect me more than God, and 
God will bring me home. God 
will bring all my men home. I 
believe Him. 

Read Joshua 1:9. It hangs 
around my neck wherever I go 
and it applies to you, too. I love 
you and don’t ever forget... you 
are, have been, and always will 
be... my hero.

Nov. 19 — “Ethanol produc- 
ers want to use a bailout of the 
auto industry to boost production 
of cars that can run on higher 
blends of the corn-based fuel,” 
writes Philip Brasher of The Des 
Moines Register. The corn etha- 
nol industry has been struggling 
due to fluctuations in corn prices 
following last summer’s flooding 
in the Midwest. 

Many in the industry see the 
best way to ensure continued 
growth is by increasing the num- 
ber of flexible-fuel vehicles 
automakers produce. FFVs “are 
equipped to run on a wide range 
of blends of ethanol and gaso- 
line,” Brasher explains. “Under 
federal law, conventional ve- 
hicles can legally run on no more 
than 10 percent ethanol.” Many 
advocates of the corn-ethanol in- 
dustry insist that if automakers

receive a bailout, it must include 
stipulations requiring 

automakers to make a firmer 
commitment to FFV production 
and alternative fuel use. 

“General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler are increasing their pro- 
duction of cars and trucks that 
can run on as much as 85 per- 
cent ethanol, or E85,” writes 
Brasher. “But ethanol producers 
fear there won’t be enough of 
those vehicles on the road to con- 
sume all of the biofuel that is 
going to be produced in coming 
years under the government’s 
usage mandates.” 

Many in the ethanol industry 
say federal incentives are crucial 
if the industry is “to stay eco- 
nomically viable and to develop 
new forms of biofuels from 
nongrain feedstocks such as crop

Nov. 1 8 — In his first official 
move against the mountaintop- 
removal strip mining of coal, 
Kentucky Gov.

Beshear announced today that 
he and three fellow Democrats, 
Attorney General Jack Conway 
of Louiwsville and U.S. Reps. 
Ben Chandler of Versailles and 
John Yarmuth of Louisville, had

posal to all but repeal the regu- 
lation that prohibits mining ac- 
tivities within 100 feet of a 
stream. That would remove a le- 
gal obstacle to the valley fills 
made up of rock and dirt mined 
from the mountaintops. The rule 
requires EPA approval. 

The department’s Office of 
Surface Mining would allow 
dumping of rock and dirt from 
mines into perennial or intermit- 
tent streams. Fills can already 
cover ephemeral streams, which 
flow only after precipitation. 
OSM would still require mines 
to avoid streams “to the extent 
possible,” but that provision has 
been criticized as too vague to 
effectively enforce. Beshear said 
likewise. 

“Kentucky’s vast water re- 
sources are key to our health and 
economic development, and I do 
not believe the newly proposed 
waivers can be effectively and 
uniformly applied to protect 
these water resources,” Beshear 
wrote, adding that the rule would 
be “very difficult to apply con- 
sistently and fairly, and leaves 
open increased opportunities for 
abuse.” He noted that Kentucky 
is the nation’s third largest pro- 
ducer (behind Wyoming and 
West Virginia) of coal, “a crucial 
energy resource,” but said, “I am 
strongly committed to environ- 
mentally responsible coal mining 
and cannot support rules that 
may be subject to arbitrary ad- 
ministration and enforcement.”

Kidney Stones? 

Have your spinach salad 
and eat it, too 



MADISON, Wise. - Kidney- 
stone sufferers have long been 
told to avoid foods high in cal- 
cium. 

But new research at Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin School of 
Medicine and Public Health 
shows that calcium supplements 
may help prevent kidney stones. 

That’s good news for kidney- 
stone sufferers who like to eat. 
It means they can have that spin- 
ach and beet salad, followed by 
strawberry-rhubarb pie, as long 
as they take a calcium supple- 
ment with dinner. It would be 
even better to squeeze a bit of 
lemon juice on that salad and 
have a glass of skim milk with 
the pie. 

It used to be that people who 
had suffered through the miser- 



ies of kidney stones were told to 
avoid high-oxalate foods, which 
include such healthful items as 
spinach, beets, strawberries, 
nuts, soybeans and black and 
green tea. They may have also 
been told to avoid calcium. The 
reason was that about 80 percent 
of kidney stones are made up of 
calcium oxalate. 

But it turns out that kidney 
stones - which are now on the 
rise in children and women - 
can’t be blamed solely on foods, 
said Kristina Penniston, a regis- 
tered dietician with the UW urol- 
ogy department. Penniston stud- 
ies how to modify diets to pre- 
vent kidney stones. 

“We used to think they were 
caused by high-oxalate foods,” 
she said. “But, unfortunately, the

rise in kidney stones isn’t be- 
cause Americans are eating too 
much fresh spinach.” 

Instead, urology experts 
blame obesity, too much sodium, 
and too little fluids. 

Then, a few years ago, a 
Harvard University study 
showed the surprising result: 
Many kidney-stone sufferers ac- 
tually had low levels of calcium 
in their bloodstream. 

“That turned everything on 
its head, because we used to tell 
people to avoid foods high in cal- 
cium and oxalate,” Penniston 
says. 

A newer theory, Penniston 
says, is that some stone-formers 
lack enough calcium to bind up 
the oxalate in the GI tract, allow- 
ing it into the kidneys, where it 
can form stones. 

She, SMPH chair of urology 
Dr. Stephen Nakada, and col- 
leagues tested this theory by giv- 
ing calcium-citrate supplements 
to people who tend to form kid- 
ney stones. A second group ate 
calcium-rich foods, such as dairy 
products. 

Members of both groups had 
a significant drop in the level of 
oxalate in their urine, a sign they 
may be less likely to form stones. 
The important thing is to take the 
calcium with food so it can do 
its binding job. 

The research team presented 
its findings at the American Uro- 
logical Association meeting in 
May, and will soon publish a pa- 
per on their results. 

Much of Penniston’s research 
with Nakada has focused on di- 
etary changes that can prevent 
stone formation. A few years ago, 
they published a study showing 
that lemonade could be used to 
prevent kidney stones, because it 
increases citric acid, which is 
known to inhibit stone formation. 

Since then, they’ve found 
even better kitchen remedies. In 
a study published in 
Endourology in March, they 
compared the citric-acid content 
of 21 types of citrus juices and 
juice concentrates. They found 
that fresh or concentrated lemon 
and lime juices were the best 
sources of citric acid, with con- 
centrations about 10 times higher 
than those found in lemonade. 

Penniston recommends 
squeezing some fresh lemon or 
lime juice into water: it’s lower 
in calories than lemonade and 
much higher in citric acid. 

Her next research will look at 
whether nutritional supplements 
have an effect on kidney stone 
formation. 

The two have also found that 
people with kidney stones, espe- 
cially women, experience a lower 
health-related quality of life. But 
the good news from Wisconsin’s 
urology department is that people 
can actually do some simple 
things with their diets to prevent 
one of the most painful afflictions 
from coming back. 

Men say that kidney stones 
are the worst pain they’ve even 
suffered,” Penniston says. 
“Women say that it’s not quite as 
bad as childbirth, but at least with 
childbirth, you know you’re 
pregnant. You never know when 
you’re going to develop a kidney 
stone.”

Local farmers can 
take advantage of 
new farm bill 

New federal legislation now 
allows farmers and landowners of 
farms with 10 or fewer base acres 
the opportunity to receive pay- 
ments for the 2008 Direct and 
Counter-Cyclical Payment Pro- 
gram (DCP). On Oct. 13, 2008, 
Pres. George W. Bush signed a 
bill that made amendments to the 
2008 Farm Bill. 

Originally, the 2008 Farm Bill 
prohibited DCP payments on 
farms with 10 acres of base or 
less, unless the farm is wholly 
owned by a socially disadvan- 
taged farmer or limited resource 
farmers. The 2008 enrollment 
period for the DCP on farms with 
greater than 10 base acres ended 
Sept. 30. 

With the passage of new leg- 
islation, these farms may now be 
enrolled and paid. A new enroll- 
ment period to sign contracts is 
now underway at FSA offices. 
The final date to enroll these 
small farms is Wednesday, Nov. 
26.

But board members “also said 
they cannot micromanage or 
guarantee the success of every 
project,” and should continue to 
take some risks, reports Marcus 
Green of The Courier- Journal. 



The comments came in the 
board’s discussion of a Univer- 
sity of Kentucky study of $209 
million in spending from the 
1998 settlement, from 2001 
through 2006. In 2000, the state 
legislature allocated half the 
state’s share of the settlement to 
improvement of the state’s agri- 
cultural economy. It placed pri- 
ority on helping tobacco farmers 
find other sources of income, 



anticipating the end of the fed- 
eral tobacco program of quotas 
and price supports, which was 
repealed in 2004. 

The study concluded that the 
money has helped about 50,000 
current and former tobacco grow- 
ers. “It is clear that these invest- 
ments have led to broad market 
improvements,” the researchers 
wrote. Markets for 148 products 
were created or expanded, “pri- 
marily through investments in 
livestock and horticulture 
projects plus marketing promo- 
tion.” The most common invest- 
ment was in beef-cattle farming; 
Kentucky is the leading Eastern 
cattle state. But entrepreneurs 
have created more than 500 new 
products, from salsa to industrial 
glue, with the program’s help. 

The study wasn’t all good 
news. Researchers found that the 
transition from tobacco to some- 
thing else was far easier in the 
large and medium-scale farms in 
Western and Central Kentucky 
than in the smaller farms in hilly 
Eastern Kentucky, one of the 
nation’s poorest areas. 

Some major investments, 
such as a Western Kentucky fish-

farming cooperative, failed. But 
the researchers said the board 
“should continue to fund ‘risky’ 
new ventures which stimulate 
new markets, expand the value 
chain, and encourage value- 
added processing.” They said 
some failures “still resulted in ad- 
vancements in new enterprises, 
new on-farm technology, produc- 
tion of new crops, and contract 
marketing.” Green reports, 
“Board member Sam Lawson 
said he hoped the report wouldn’t 
result in the panel being so con- 
servative that it never funded an 
ultimately unsuccessful pro- 
gram.” 

The researchers said the 



Governor’s Office of Agricul- 
tural Policy, which acts as staff 
to the board, “appears to lack the 
staff necessary to fully utilize 
information” from reports filed 
by grant recipients or to oversee 
all projects. “Relatively too much 
staff time was involved in feasi- 
bility analysis versus project 
monitoring.”

The other state to earmark half 
its tobacco- settlement money for 
rural-related purposes was North 
Carolina, the state that produces 
the most tobacco and had the sec- 
ond largest number of tobacco 
farmers, after Kentucky. The Tar 
Heel State created a foundation 



to invest the money and spend the 
earnings on grants to help the 
economies of tobacco-growing 
counties. The Golden LEAF 
foundation “has increasingly 
dangled big bait for corporate 
prizes,” reports Emery Dalesio of 
The Associated Press. “This year, 
it opened its vault by committing 
$100 million to build an aircraft 
parts plant.” The acronym stands 
for Long-term Economic Ad- 
vancement Foundation. “We’ll 
continue to do more high-qual- 
ity manufacturing,” foundation 
President Dan Gerlach told AP. 
“We’re going to do more on 
health care.”

Minimum share of 
ethanol in gasoline 
to be raised in 2009 

Nov. 18 — Gasoline market- 
ers will have to put a bit more 
ethanol in their product after the 
first of the year, to keep up with 
the Renewable Fuels Standard set 
by Congress. The Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency said in a 
press release yesterday that gaso- 
line must contain 10.21 percent 
ethanol “to ensure that at least 
11.1 billion gallons of renewable 
fuels be blended into transporta- 



tion gasoline.” 

Under the 2007 energy bill, 
that target will gradually increase 
to 36 billion gallons in 2022. The 
current minimum is 7.76 percent, 
but marketers typically sell a 
blend with 10 percent ethanol. 

Ethanol has had a rough year, 
thanks to rising corn prices, fall- 
ing gas prices, and lawsuits from 
environmentalists, combined 
with a generally poor economy. 
Nationwide, 27 ethanol plants 
have either closed their doors or 
seen plans for their production 
stopped as a result of the current 
market. “There’s been no credit 



for months,” said Todd Neeley, 
who covers biofuels for DTN, an 
agricultural news service. “Even 
the top ethanol producers are hav- 
ing a difficult time getting financ- 
ing.

Snow and ice 
removal priorites 
are announced 

JACKSON, Ky. - The Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet’s 
Department of Highways has es- 
tablished priority routes for snow 
and ice removal for the upcom- 
ing winter season in Morgan 
County. 

The Department of Highways 
is responsible for keeping ap- 
proximately 255 miles of state- 
maintained roadway in Morgan 
County passable in inclement 
weather. It sets snow removal 
priorities according to the amount 
and nature of traffic on the routes 
within each individual county. 
Priority A routes include major 
through routes and are those most 
heavily traveled. Priority B routes 
include other important, but 
lesser traveled, routes in the 
county. Other roads fall into Pri- 
ority C. 

In Morgan County, Priority A 
highways are the Bert T. Combs 
Mountain Parkway, US 460, KY 

7, KY 203, KY 205, KY 519 and 
a portion of KY 172. Priority B 
routes include KY 134, KY 191, 
KY 1010 and portions of KY 172, 
KY 705, KY 772 and KY 946. 
Other routes are Priority C.
